Former city resident helps pen history 


I he history of the pioneer settlers of Clin¬ 
ton Township, Wayne County, is presented 
in the November issue(Volume 111.

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City hall reports 


Winterizing hydrants 

Fire Chief William Burrell and the city’s 
firetruck drivers have been going through an 
annual ritual the past several weeks. 

Members of the city's Bureau of Fires 
have been winterizing fire hydrants in all 
parts of the city. 

The winterizing process includes adding 
an anti-freeze to the 1 working parts of the 
hydrant. 

A city hall source said that some hydrants 
have also been repaired during the time. 

Still cleaning streets 

If the whirring sound of the city’s vac-all 
tiipe street cleaning truck is still being heard 
this late in the fall, blame it on the weather. 

City managing director Martin I*. Judge 
told the Carhotulale Mirror last week that 
the street sweeper will continue to go out and 
clean city streets “as long as the water 
doesn't freeze in the tank." 

Judge had earlier told the MIRROR that 
once the weather usually turns too cold for 
the machine to be used, there is snow on city 
streets. 

Work is stopped 

Work on the reconstruction of Gordon 
Avenue has stopped. 

Last week Martin I*. Judge, city managing 
director, told the MIRROR that work on 
the project "has been suspended for the 
winter." 

A couple of weeks before that he told the 
MIRROR. "He’s (the contractor) getting 
done what he expected to before the bad 
weather." 

At that time the contractor, Loomis Con¬ 
struction Co. of Montrose, was working on 
surface drains. 

The firm was to have placed temporary 
pave over any areas they dug up. 

Work on the project will continue in the 
spring. 

Paving underway 

The paving of four city streets began last 
Wednesday, Veterans Day. 

On that day. Keystone Paving and Equip¬ 
ment of Lake Ariel arrived in the city to 
clean and prepare the streets for paving. 

Actual paving began on Thursday and 
continued on Friday. 

Streets paved, under the program paid for 
by Liquid F ids Tax monies, were Mitchell 
Avenue, Rear Gordon Avenue. Walnut 
Street, and Terrace Street. 

A city hall spokesman told the MIRROR 
that he believed the asphalt was brought 
from an asphalt plant in Evnon. 

Asked by the MIRROR if the weather 
were too cold to pave city streets, the spokes¬ 
man replied that it was not too cold, accord¬ 
ing to the city engineer. 

Among the requirements for paving is 
that the temperature is over 40 degrees. 

The temperature both days inchqfi toward 
the 50 degree mark. 

The spokesman also said that tne ground 
was very dry at the time, giving an advantage 
to the paving project. 

Keystone Pavement and Equipment had 
submitted a low bid of $20,228 at the Sep¬ 
tember meeting of city council. 

Demolition program 
nears 

There are about six buildings in the city 


which are scheduled to be demolished under 
a joint city-county project. 

That project, the MIRROR was told, 
should begin in a couple of weeks. 

Ironically, a county employe last week 
tried to locate one of the structures sche¬ 
duled for demolition under the program, but 
could not find it. 

The reason: it had been torn down. 

Under this demolition program the 
county is handling the clerical work and is 
chipping in 50 percent of the cost, while the 
city picks up the remaining 50 percent. 

Sources at city hall have been hesitant in 
listing the locations of the vacant buildings 
scheduled for demolition since the city has 
been plagued with several vacant building 
fires. 

It was feared that releasing the addresses 
of the scheduled-for-demolition buildings 
would invite arsonists to torch those build¬ 
ings, endangering neighboring homes. 

Still waiting for parts 

A thunderstorm on a Sunday night late in 
September knocked out electric power to 
some parts of the city. 

It also knocked out the traffic signal at the 
corner of South Main Street and Sixth 
Avenue. 

Since that time the signal has been flash¬ 
ing caution for Main Street traffic and stop 
for Sixth Avenue traffic. 

City electrician George Wallis told the 
MIRROR in October that a da maged part 
had been found, that it could be repaired 
(instead of replaced at an estimated cost of 
$1,000), and that the part had been shipped 
to the factory in Austin. Lex. 

As of late last week, Martin P. Judge, city 
managing director, said the part had not yet 
arrived. 

The good news is that the repaired part is 
estimated to cost only $200 or so. 

Meters up and down 

At its meeting in September, city council 
had requested the city’s administration to 
replace missing parking meters. 

The solons noted, at the time, that the 
extra parking meter heads resulting from the 
recent placement of dual-head meters 
should be placed where parking meters 
should be, but aren’t. 

A few weeks after the request was made, 
the city's administration admitted that it had 
not put any of the meters up. 

A spokesman cited limited work crews at 
city hall for the delay. 

“We’ll get to them when we can," he said. 

City crews have recently been replacing 
those parking meters. 

But, says city managing director Martin 
P. Judge, some of those parking meters that 
have been put up have already been torn 
down by vandals. 

While some of the parking meters which 
have been torn up were removed from 
troubled areas such as the lower end of 
Salem Avenue, the MIRROR was told that 
one meter was ripped up across from city 
hall. 

Nothing on Allied 

Nothing has been heard yet on Allied 
Services for the Handicapped's plans for a 
West Side Urban Renewal property. 

That’s what the MIRROR was told last 
week by city managing director Martin P. 


Judge. 

A couple ol years ago Allied Services took 
an option on a corner property behind 
Scotch Motors. At that time Allied noted 
that it had intentions to construction an 
apartment building for non-elderly handi¬ 
capped people. 

However, nothing has been done since 
that time and the apparent delay in the con¬ 
struction project has created a problem in 
the placement of street lights along West 
Side Drive, the road connecting Brooklyn 
Street to Clidco Drive near the Summit 
Gardens Apartments. 

Pennsylvania Power and Light Co. 
(PP&L) has been asked to install street lights 
there, but the utility has stated that it can not 
until it is made known what Allied's plans 
are as far as driveways and sidewalks. 

Until it knows what those plans are, 
PP&L is hesitating on putting in those lights 
for fear they will be put where Allied wants 
to put those driveways and walks. 

Grating repaired 

Pennsylvania Department of Transporta¬ 
tion (PennDOT) crews were in Carbondale 
last week, repairing grating on the Dundaff 
Street Viaduct. 

The crews were working on the viaduct, 
which is scheduled for demolition come 
spring, Thursday and Friday. 

The crews were welding grating strips 
which have worked loose and become bent 
upwards, creating hazards for tires and 
undercarriages of vehicles traveling over the 
structure. 

DCA meeting 

A council-requested meeting with the 
Department of Community Affairs (DCA) 
on the city’s 1982 budget has not yet been set 
up. 

City managing director Martin P. Judge 
told the MIRROR last week that no definite 
meeting date had yet been set. 

Earlier Judge had told the MIRROR that 
the administration was waiting until the 
city’s budget was prepared.
